BALTIC FLEET NEWS. 

At the end of last month two German colliors 
arrived at Pondicherry with full cargoes, sud 
reported that they ran ‘short of :coal . and 
intended taking a supply at Colombo, but 
finding a Japavero torpedoboat thers, went on 
to Ponticherry, They wore bound for the 
Baltic Meet. 

The Japan Gazette some time ago made tho 
following calculations with regard to Admiral 
Rojestveusky’s coal supply :—His stock of coals 
must be getting low, the run from Madagascar 
to Singapore representing more than 3,00 
miles, It wus estimited by the Russian pross 
that the cont: consumption of the fleot would 
be 3,100 tons daily (though it ia diffloult to 
anderstand the tasis- of thia allowance) at 
ordinary cruising speed, and over 400 tons whon 
lying in port. If the fleet has come straight 
from Madagascar without stopping at any point 
for cosling, it musthave cruised sines the 19th for 
20 days, which would give a consumption of 
82,000 fonr. The Inrgest coal capacity 
of one of the battleships, such ag the 
Alerander TIT. is 2,000 tons -and, toking | 
her coal capacity at 1} Ibs. with indicatod horao- 
power of 16,000, we arrive at a maximum 
consumption of 6,000 tons for that vessel alono 
in the 20 days, or, in other words, she must have 
fillod her bunkors from ber colliors throe times 
en ronte supposing she was at top speed, which 
ia, of course, unlikely. Nevertheless, despite 
the noce-sity of keeping in-tguch with her 
slower companions it must be remembored that 
the vessel would bo fon! and her coal consump- 
tion proportionately inereaced thereby.. Tho 
proportion of coal consumption to spoed is not 
to.be calculated on that of simple proportion 
ie., because o vessel uses 28,000 Ibs. a day at top 
spood jt cannot be enlenfated that she uzos half 
that amount at half spoed, for the proportion is 
yery much less on the diminishing ratio of 
inverse geomstrical progression, and thero is 
also this: quostion of foulness to he considered. 
But it may probably be fairly considered that 
when theso ships had reached the eastern side 
of the Indian Ocean they had at least about 
exhausted the contents of theic bunkers, This 
brings us to tho cortainty that Rojestvensky 
esunot afford to delay before either seeking the 
evemy and engaging him or finding some 
temporary rofage. As to the Japanese plans, 
of course there is not the slightest’ indication, 
bnt thero is every confidence that Admiral Togo 
has the situation well in hand. 

The Nichi Nichi comments on the approach 
of the Russian Squadron as followa:—The world 
is well aware that Admiral Rojestveusky's foot 
is no match for Admiral Togo, and if he darog 
to engage the Intter he will simply add to tho 
glory of the Japaneso nary. If he is wise, 
thorefore, ho will await, tho arrival of hin 3rd 
Squadron, but in the meantime he. will have to 
make a stay in some place or othor, nnd ho 
cannot do so without committing some breach 
of neutrality.

When the peuple ara no 
unanimous und so earnest in the support of a 
policy as they are in regard to the preservation 
of our closo friendship with Japon, stateamen of 
all sorts learn to bo resolnte and boli. 

But Japon, if we may judge by the opinions 
of these important journals, is ready to Go more 
than ‘to renew the alliance. Thoughtful men 
amonzgat her publicists hold that the pouco of 
the Far East and the peaco of Asis would be 
best ovsured, not by its mero renowal, bat by 
its revewal-in an extended form. They propose 
toturn it into a general agreement absolutely 
binding cuch of the contracting partics to vasiat 
the other in the event of war. They contend 
that in this shape it would infullibly do what it 
wos intended, but has failed to do, in its 
aubsisting form. It would becom» an effective 
guarantee of the peace of Asia. No Power or 
combination of Powers ever likely to uisturb 
the tranquillity of the world dare venture to 
confront the combination of tho Hritish Navy 
commanding Asiatic waters and of the Japanese 
army propared to co-operate wherever its 
services might be required. The monace 
to China, the menace to India. to -Persia, 
end to Afghopistuu, the menaeo to the 
commorciul decor of tho Far East would 
vink into perpetual impotenes. We cannot 
at: preseut say whetber tle realizstion 
of this largo but simple echeme for per- 
manently assurings the séutus quo of the vreater 
part of Asis, ax it will exist ufter the pre-ent 
war is or is not within tho runge of practical 
politics. But we ure reasonably confident that, 
if the plan could be real zed, it would achivvo 
tho great end it hus in view. Doubtless it 
would be based upon the Hnes which sre 
supposed to under|.¢ the alliance between France 
snd Rossia. It would threaten no Power, but 
it would guarantee the signatories against the 
atteok of all Powers, while itmight be so digwn 
as to adwit of the accession of other Stutes, 
willing to accept its cardinal - principles, as 
circumstances might allow. The moment has 
not yet come jor making tip our minds 
definitively upon this momentous project, which 
it roust be ramombered, ias.so fir only been 
thrown out by 2 newspaper, though a very 
inflnentiol newspaper in Tokyo. ‘the critioal 
period in which peace is being made may begin, 
and probably will begin, suddenly, and, perhaps, 
rather unerpectadly.

Long and picturesque teums of 
camels, bound for Orenburg end carrying cotton 
and wool from Osh and Andijan, silks from 
Samarkand and Khiva, tapestries trom Khokand, 
lamba’ woolskins, and curpets: from Bokhara, 
aud driod fruits from aoshkent, anvually 
passed in almost endless procession between 
‘Tashkent ond Orenbarg’ from June to 
Novembor. Of Inte yeare, howover, the 
'frons-Caspian railway, commenced by Skobeloff 
in 1880, sud gradually carried forward by 
Anonenkoff to Samarkand, hus sopplanted 
the once flourshing traffic of the post 
road, along which the Jooal post bas bean for 
somo time the sole movement. The new rvilway, 
too, is destined to’ eliminate oven these lact few: 
links with the past; but perhaps a vivif-ing 
offect msy counterbalance its mo.o destructive, 
influences by imparting a new prospority to the 
towns slong the route which, through luck of 
the old-time trade, hase shrunk in size and 
dimiaished iu importance. The new lino does 
uot exactly follow the old post route, but from 
Orenburg which is the terminiis of the raiiway 
from Samara, iv the Trans-Siberian system, it 
crosves the Ural River: to Iensk on the Lok, a 
tributary of the Ural, From Jlensk the metals 
rou via Aktiubiosk and Kazalinsk slong the 
Sir-Daris volley vie Perovsk to Turkestan, and 
thence to its terminus in Ta-hkent. 


Originally «no of throe suggested routes, the 
Oronburg-Tashkent road, was tho more desir- 
able. because the moro dircet, Alternative 
schemes, in favour of copnecting tho Trans- 
Siberian with tho Central Asiau Railway on 
ong hand and the Saratoff-Uralsk Railway with 
the Central Asion Railway on the other, wore 
submitted to tho commission appointed to select 
the route, Prudenc+ and sentimont, as well as 
the absence of any physical difficulties in ;the 
way of prompt construction, tempered the 
rerolution of the tribunal ju favour of the old 
port-track. It was at once begun and pushed 
to completion within four years—a feat im: 
possible to accomplish in the ease of either of 
the two rival schemes. The former of these, 
costly, elaBorste and ambitious, sunght to 
connect Tashkent with Semipalatinak, the head 
of the steamboat service on the Irtish River, 
vis Asulieata Vorni and Kopal. Passing 
Letweea the two Iskea Issyk-kal and Balkash, 
two allornative routes whre s ggested for its 
direction from Semip.latinsk, the one ‘securing 
a cenoéction with the ‘Trans-Siberian system at. 
Omsk, tho other seeking to pasy atong the post 
road to Barnaul terminating at Obi, where the 
Trang-Siberian Railway bridges the Obi River. 
‘The supporters of the scheme which aimed at 
uuiting the Saratoff-Uralek Railway with 
the Central Asian Railwey proposed to carry 
the line beyond Uralek to Kungrad, a fishing 
village in close proximity to the debeuchement 
of -the Amu-Dsria with the Ural Sea. From 
Kungred, passing east of Khiva, the line would 
have traversed the Black Sands, following o 
straight line and breaking ‘into the Central 
Asian system st Chardjni (Four Springs) from 
where a mule track, leading over the moanssins 
inté Persia terminates nt Mosbed,’ and whore, 
too, an iron girdor bridge resting ou nineteen 
granite piers,-spaus the Amu-Daria. It is 
useless at this date te weigh the balance 
between the saveral schemes, two of which at 
any rate, long since have been forgotten- The 
third, viz. the Oronburg-Tashkent route, 
remains with -us an accomplished fact to 
provide. donbtless in the near futare, matter 
for immediate concern.

“How is this deficit covered ¥ . All 
we can ray with certainty is that it is paid out 
of the gold reserve of some 1,901,000,000 roubles, 
which the Russian Governmont manages to 
retain inthe St. Petersburg Treasury and the 
Imperial Bank, in circulation at home and in 
the honds of foreign baukers. But-thie again 
has to be repaid, otherwise the gold reserve 
would speedily disappear, and with it. the 
lust’ illusion of - Russian solvency. In pirt 
it is made'good by the native gold production, 
the value of which is estimated at betweon 30 
and 40 million roubles per annum, but chiefly 

by fresh borrowings. ‘Lhe nat deficit which has 
thus to be met, making sllowance for private 
obligations which are probably paid by the 
export of securities, cannot be less than 
150,000,000 roubles w year, and is probably s 
great deal more. In a worl, the froquent, 
appearances of the Russian, Government as a° 
borrowor in the Coutinental money market aro 
due, not te capital requirements—that is to Bay, 
{o reproductive enterprises or exceptional and 
transitory exponsex—but almost exclusively to 
tho normal deficiency of national income. This 
means that, as she is situated to-day, Russia ia 
marching direct'to insolyeney. Her national 
balance-shret leaves her every yeur deepor in 
debt. Her liabilities to the foreigner are mora 
thao her poople can bear, und rho has practically |. 
nothingto show for them. Her gold reserve 
ie a colossal Humbert safe, the vaunted millions 
of which are unconsciously Jent by her dapes 
for thoir own further deception.’ ] 


CHINESE TE\. 


In the controversy which is being waged be- 
tween “A Chinese Tea Iroporter” aud Mr. 
Herbert Compton over the question whother 
the China tea which finds ifs way to England 
is drinkable‘or not, both dispntints are able to 
give their sides of the question without as. 
sistance. There ix, however, one point sug- 
geste by tho controversy that nresants itself 
to the onlowker, and if he be of a +peculative 
turn of mind he wi!) ponder en it, Mr. Comp- 
ton has enpbasised -he known fact. that 
machinery is urt general'y used in the treat.
